‘Ask School Standardization 
For Four Western Provinces 


» By J. V. O'Neill 


CALGARY. — Standardization of 


of Canada’s Western provinces on 


the grounds that they are similar 
geographically and racially was 
called for in a resolution adopted 
Thursday at the United Farmers of 
Alberta convention here. 

A previous resolution advocating a 
“radical” change in the educational 
system Was turned down by the de- 
legates, From the Wetaskiwin U.F.A. 
Federal Constituency association, 
the resolution contended that the 
present “enterprise” system Was un- 
suitable in rural schools due to in- 
different teaching, lack of mater- 
jails and time 

It claimed it was impossible to 
teach with the enterprise system 
and contro] nine grades at the same 
time. 

In another resolution, greater aid 
to the provinces from the dominion 
government was sought so that in 
turn the former could increase 
grants for needed improvements in 
education. The resolution, adopted, 
asked the senior government to pro- 
vide a substantial proportion of edu- 
cation costs in order that efficiency | 
of the present system be stepped up. 

A boost in provincial grants was 
asked to provide for replacement of 
Obsolete buildings, equalization of 
costs in the various sections of the 
province, and assistance in con- 
structing dormitories for secondary 
school pupils wherever required, 

Henry E. Spencer, Edgerton, pre- 
Sident of the Alberta School Trus- 
tees association, and newly-elected 
district director of the U.F.A., briefly 
outlined the cause of the present 
teacher shortage, resolving his an- 
alysis to the lack of funds in the first 
iristance and social conditions in 
the second, 

He observed that the costs of edu- 
cation are rising, especially in the 
operation of schools, and the ex- | 
isting system of raising revenue, par- 
ticularly in low assessment areas, 
was rapidly approaching its limit.
